Trusting God to Win Souls 


God can use us to win souls without 
our knowing it. He wants us to be faithful 
in witnessing and then leave the result with 
him. Many earnest Christians are discour- 
aged because, after they have told others 
about Christ as Saviour and have earnestly 
tried to win them, they can see no result; 
then they begin to doubt whether God is 
using them or can use them at all. Chris- 


tians sometimes even doubt their own sal- « 


vation because of this. “I know a young 
man,” writes a Christian woman, “who 
thought he surely must not be saved be- 
cause he had never known that he had 
been used of the Lord to win a soul. And 
yet I know of several who had been saved 
because of his clear and sweet witness.” 
The farmer who sows seed leaves to God 
the fruitage from that seed. Satan is only 
too eager to taunt and accuse us, persuad- 
ing us if he can that we are not being used 
in real soul winning. Let us turn our eyes 
away from Satan, and turn our eyes away 
from people, even from those whom we 


have pointed to Christ, and let us keep 
our eyes fixed on the Lord himself. As 
we do this, rejoicing not in our service but 
in our Saviour, he will have blessed sur- 
prises for us, from time to time, as he 
shows us what he can do even through the 
weakness and unworthiness of our testi- 
mony. 


Like Christ 


Those who fully trust Christ become 
like him. We are to do the trusting; he 
will look after the likeness. But when a 
sinful, lost human being becomes like the 
sinless Saviour, a miracle has happened. 
And the Christian life is a miraculous life; 
only Christ, by his miracle-working power, 
could first save sinners and then make them 
like himself. The Keswick Calendar quotes 
a striking statement by W. H. Aldis: 
“There are two things regarded as being 
essential if we are going to be entitled to 
call ourselves Christians, and the two 
things are very simple, and very elementary. 

. Relationship to Jesus Christ and Re- 
semblance to Jesus Christ. No man or

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woman is a real Christian in the New Tes- 
tament sense of the word unless they have 
both of these . . . not only relationship to 
Jesus Christ, right relationship to Jesus 
Christ, redeeming relationship, but also 
resemblance.” The Jews who, even after 
they had crucified Christ, were his implaca- 
ble enemies, were puzzled and baffled by 
the likeness of the disciples to Christ. For 
“when they saw the boldness of Peter and 
John, and perceived that they were un- 
learned and ignorant men, they marvelled ; 
and they took knowledge of them, that they 
had been with Jesus” (Acts 4:13). Jesus 
of Nazareth had had a boldness that the 
Jewish rulers could not intimidate; now 
his disciples had it. John tells us, by in- 
spiration, two very wonderful things re- 
sulting from our redeemed relationship to 
Christ. One is in the future, the other in 
the present. ‘We know that, when he shall 
appear, we shall be like him; for we shall 
see him as he is” (1 John 3:2). But while 
awaiting that glorious change we are to 
rejoice in this even more wonderful assur- 
ance, that “as he is, so are we in this world” 
(1 John 4:17). 
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Early Student Volunteers 


66 HE story of what God did years 
| ago through very inexperienced 
students.” . So Robert Wilder de- 
scribes his book, “The Great Commis- 
sion,” 1 telling the story of the Student 
Volunteer Movement. 


The roots of the Movement run back to. 


1883, when five students organized the 
Princeton Foreign Missionary Society. It 
was the year in which the Cambridge 
Seven, in England, pledged their lives for 
China, and the year of like stirrings among 
Scandinavian students. Robert Wilder’s 
father, at Andover Seminary in the forties, 
had been a member of “the Brethren So- 
ciety” which grew out of the famous Hay- 
stack meetings at Williams College, and 
it-was natural .that the Princeton Foreign 
Missionary Society should meet for prayer 
at the home of this retired missionary. 
Grace Wilder, who had been leader of the 


Mount Holyoke College Missionary Asso- . 


ciation, was usually “in an adjacent room 
interceding, and God alone knows how 
much the movement owes to her inter- 
cession.” 

“In the autumn of 1885 and spring of 
1886 my sister and I met night after night 
to pray for a widespread missionary move-

ment in the colleges and universities of 
America. We asked that ultimately 1,000 
volunteers might be secured for work in 
foreign fields.” In July, 1886, D. L: Moody 
called together the first summer conference 
of college students at’ Northfield. Wilder 
was a delegate from Princeton. He found 
that, of the 251 students, twenty-one were 
considering foreign mission work. These 
all signed the Princeton declaration and 
met daily for prayer for more volunteers. 
At the time, Mr. Moody’s interest in for- 
eign missions seemed unawakened, and no 
platform address had been planned for. Yet 
Dr. William Ashmore and Dr. Arthur T. 
Pierson both turned their addresses into 
deeply moving missionary pleas. Moody 
was prevailed on by Wishard and Ober, 
Y. M. C. A. student secretaries, to allow 
ten students from as many lands to present 
the cause of missions. Wilder spoke for 
India. “Seldom have I seen an audience 
under the sway of God's spirit as it was 
the night after. The delegates withdrew 
to their rooms or went out under the great 
trees to wait on God for guidance. Dr. 
George S. Robinson, now a professor in 
the Presbyterian Seminary in Chicago, has 
told me that the most sacred spot on earth 
for him is a tree at Mount Hermon where 
he yielded his life to God and volunteered 
for mission service. John R. Mott declared 
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that after the ‘meeting of the Ten Nations’ 
he spent more than one night in prayer. 
During the eight following days there were 
great searchings of heart, and seventy- 
eight more men volunteered. We closed 
the conference with exactly one hundred.” 
Four under Wilder’s leadership were chosen 
to visit the colleges to invite further en- 
listment. 

Then came blow after blow. Three of 
the chosen band withdrew. Mr. Wilder’s 
father was in such frail health as to re- 
quire his son’s aid in certain editorial work. 
His death in six months was predicted. 
The heroic man, however, finally called his 
son into his study and said: “Son, let the 
dead bury their dead. Go thou and preach 
the Kingdom.” Wilder decided to start out 
single-handed, but a man of like spirit was 
found to accompany him in the person of 
John Forman. 

They began at Bowdoin. The strain was 
so heavy that Wilder collapsed, and the 
doctor told him that if he continued a 
permanent breakdown might result. “For- 
man and I took the matter to the Lord, and 
were confident that he willed the con- 
tinuance of the tour. At Amherst I was 
so weak that it was difficult to stand while 
speaking, but with God’s grace I held on, 
and ended the strenuous year in_ better 
health than I had begun it.” 

Among the pledged volunteers of the first 
year were Samuel M. Zwemer and Robert 
FE. Speer, later outstanding leaders in the 
missionary movement. Also William J. 
Wanless who, as missionary surgeon in In- 
dia, lived out a matchless Christian career. 
In the academic year 1886-7, 162 institu- 
tions were visited and the number of vol- 
unteers enrolled mounted to 2,160. 

Money was needed as well as men, and 
Wilder and Forman began interesting col- 
leges, churches, and seminaries to take on 
their own representatives in the foreign 
field. Numbers of small colleges and semi- 
naries did this. It was not easy work. In 
a church in Pennsylvania Mr. Wilder was 
told that they had given to the limit. He 
was not allowed in the morning pulpit, and 
in the evening only on condition that noth- 
ing be said about money: But an after- 
meeting was called by the young people, who 
pledged $135 for their own missionary and 
raised it later to $700. 

In 1888 the Movement was regularly or- 
ganized with the theological seminaries and 
Christian Associations back of it. . Mr. 
Speer became for some time its representa- 
tive in the colleges. Of this period Miss 
N. D. Clark, who visited state Y. W. C. A. 
conventions and sixty-five colleges in one 
vear, wrote: 

“There were no special hindrances in 
those days. Biblical criticism had not then 
assailed the students, nor an after-war low- 
ering of morals. Christian students were, 
as a rule, earnest and ready to hear the call 
to service. Their consecration was evinced 
by the way they gave, even to real self- 
sacrifice. There was much, very much, 
prayer underlying all this Movement and 
an utter casting of ourselves on God.” A 
letter signed by secretaries of the Presby- 
terian Board stated that “by means of this 
Movement missionary intelligence, enthu- 
siasm, and consecration have been carried 
into over 200 colleges on this continent 
where five years ago there was compara- 
tively no interest in missions. Mission in- 
terest has been intensified in the theological 
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seminaries, so that over eleven per cent of 
the students have volunteered for foreign 
service. It has made the missionary depart- 
ment of the college ‘Y. M. C. A. and 
Y. W. C. A. one of the most advanced and 
influential in their entire scheme of work. 
At least one-fifth of the officers of the As- 
sociations are Volunteers. Taking as its 
keynote ‘The Evangelization of the World 
in This Generation,’ the. Movement has 
emphasized the apostolic ideal so that thou- 
sands of Christians have realized its sig- 
nificance as never before.” 

At a later date Mr. Wilder was able to 
say: “Since the beginning over 13,000 
Volunteers, members of this Movement in 
North America and Canada, have become 
foreign missionaries.” 

The fire leaped the Atlantic and broke 
out first in Scotland, then in England, 
Scandinavia, and Germany. Among the 
first won was Donald Fraser, known later 
in life as a great missionary in South Af- 
rica and promoter of missions in Scotland. 
He was not a convinced Christian when he 
was induced by a friend to attend the Kes- 
wick Convention, but there he had a deep 
Christian experience. Then he heard 
Wilder, and from that moment on was won 
to the missionary career. Of the following 
days he writes: 

“We set about personal work in our col- 
leges, trying to bring before each of our 
fellow students the call to the foreign fields. 
The result was a great uprising of men who 
were ready to force their way out to the 
fields. Dr. Lindsay, who was then Foreign 
Missionary Convener, made a dramatic ap- 
peal to the Church by summoning all the 
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Student Volunteers to the Assembly and 
arranging us in a long line across the floor 
of the Assembly. There were seventy of 
us. He told the story of the Movement, 
and challenged the Church to send us out.” 
The women were as keen as the men. Thus 
there was a splendid group of medical stu- 
dents in Queen Margaret College, Glas- 
gow, sixteen of them, all of whom reached 
the field. 

Similar uprisings in England! Men 
joined who later were in the very forefront 
of the missionary enterprise. 

For decades the Student Volunteer Move- 
ment provided the Boards with trained men 
and women for the foreign work of the 
Church. In later years, like other insti- 
tutions and movements of the Church, it has 
suffered from the prevalent blight of Mod- 
ernism. This, after paralyzing the life of 
many theological seminaries and seculariz- 
ing and superficializing the spiritual quality 
of the Christian Associations, has left the 
Student Volunteer Movement anaemic and 
languishing. Ichabod! Its glory has de- 
parted. As far back as 1921 the British 
movement abandoned the Watchword, “The 
Evangelization of the World in This Gen- 
eration.” The Spirit of God has poured 
into new channels. The Bible institutes 
that have sprung up all over the land are 
thrusting forth their young people into the 
four corners of the earth. But one longs 
for a revival also in the colleges, that again 
the verse of Psalm 110 may be applicable 
to them: Thy people shall be Volunteers 
in the day of thy warfare: the youth of thy 
people, numerous and fresh as the morning 
dew, shall- go forth to fight thy battles.

Insurance Companies and the 
Rapture of the Church 


In August of last year THe Sunpay 
ScHoot Times published an _ interesting 
letter from a Canadian life insurance 
man of long experience, discussing the 
question, “Should Insurance Companies 
Take into Account the Lord’s Return?” 
This reader of the Trmres had made an 
interesting statement on the subject at the 
annual meeting of a well-known life insur- 
ance company, and an insurance journal, 
The Bulletin, published in Toronto, had 
contained letters from the same reader, 
raising the question as an insurance man, 
“Have We Covered Everything?’ The 
practical question was whether the insur- 
ance companies had taken into account, and 
provided in any way for, the disappearance, 
not by death but by the rapture of the 
Church at the Lord’s return, of a large 
number of their policyholders. The in- 
surance companies in general do not seem 
to have done this, and the Times com- 
mented, in conclusion: “The questions 
raised by the keen student of life insurance

and of the Scriptures, so far as relating to 
any actual provision to be made by life 
insurance companies for the sudden .and 
permanent disappearance of perhaps large 
numbers of policyholders at one and the 
same time, can only be answered by experi- 
enced insurance men who recognize the fact 
that here is a contingency, even more cer- 
tain than ‘death and taxes,’ which will some 
day have to be reckoned with and there- 
fore should be provided for.” 

The Editor suggested to the Canadian 
life insurance representative that he might 
express further views on the subject, and 
he has done so in the following interesting 
letter : 


Referring to your Notes on Open Let- 
ters in your issue of August 29, 1936, I 
appreciate your request that, as an in- 
surance man, I state what steps, from my 
viewpoint, the companies should take in 
order to be wholly prepared for the com- 
ing exigency. 

After the presentation of the Annual 
Meeting address to which you refer, and 
the appearance of the letters you repub- 
lished, I wrote a personal friend of mine, 
president of a large company and a com- 
petent actuary, to learn his attitude and 
possible advice on the question, and his 
reply confirms me in the belief that the 
actual provision to be made must be deter- 
mined, as you point out, by experienced

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First impressions on “’ going to Jerusalem” by train in 1937 


Seeing Prophecy Fulfilled in Palestine

GAIN we were “going to Jerusalem.” 
A it was a happy little group gath- 

ered in the second class compartment 
of the train en route from ancient Lydda 
to Jerusalem. One of the passengers was 
a Jew who had lived in Australia for more 
than a quarter of a century, and was re- 
turning to his boyhood home in Jerusalem 
to see his aged father. Another was a 
Welsh clergyman, well advanced in years, 
but still full of fervor for the spread of the 
Gospel. The other three occupants were 
Americans: one, an  around-the-world 
woman tourist from Ohio, and my wife 
and I. 

It was early morning, bright and clear. 
We were full of eager expectancy as the 
train threaded its way among the Judean 
hills, ever climbing higher and higher in 
its ascent to Jerusalem, 2,500 feet above 
the sea-level. .One of the group remarked 
that it was his custom to begin the day 
with the Word of God and asked if it would 
be agreeable to all to have a chapter read 
aloud. They heartily assented. The chap- 
ter read was Romans 9. It was peculiarly 
appropriate, being filled with references to 
both Jews and Gentiles. All listened in- 
tently, including our Jewish fellow pas- 
senger. 


An Exuberant “Hwyl’’ 


Then for a time the Welsh minister en- 
tertained us all with interesting experiences 
of preaching the Gospel in foreign lands. 
Moment by moment his spirit, or hwyl, as 
they say in Wales, was becoming more and 
more aroused. At last he could contain 
himself no longer and burst into an old 
Gospel melody. His clear, rich tones rang 
joyfully through the car. It was not long 
till we caught the infection. Soon we were 
singing heartily one Gospel hymn after an- 
other. ‘We ‘used no “soft pedals” on our 
voices, atid ‘the people in the other com- 
partments may have thought that we were 
a group of Salvation Army enthusiasts! 

Our singing, however, did not hinder our 
enjoying the scenery along the way. At 
one stop we were surprised to see a garden 
with lovely flowers alongside the station, 
doubtless the work of 2 beauty-loving sta- 
tion master. But what most interested us, 
as the train climbed ‘upward, was the prog- 
ress that had been made in transforming 
the Judean hills from barrenness to beauty. 
A number of the hills were beautifully ter- 
raced and were planted with growing grain. 
I had not remembered seeing these terraces 
even two years ago. 

Presently the Arab ticket collector ap- 
peared. We showed him our tickets and 
a copy of an Arabic New Testament. He 
was delighted to receive it. A second rail- 
way employee, seeing the Arabic Testa- 
ment, eagerly besought us for another copy. 
Alas, it was the only one we had left. 
However, we took his name and address 
and sent him a copy after our arrival in 
Jerusalem. Earlier in the journey, our 
Jewish fellow passenger had gratefully re- 


God gives names of infallible signifi- 
cance to the land of Palestine, and he 
predicts both blessing and tragedy for 
it. It is “the pleasant land” (Dan. 8:9) 
and “the glorious land” (Dan. 11: 16, 
41); Jerusalem is both “the joy of the 
whole earth” (Psa. 48:2), and “a bur- 
densome stone for all people” (Zech. 
12:3). God’s judgment had to fall upon 
sinning Israel, and he says, “I scattered 
them with a whirlwind among all the 
nations whom they knew not. Thus 
the land was desolate after them, .. . 
for they made the pleasant land deso- 
late” (Zech. 7:14). But now we are 
seeing another word from the Lord 
fulfilled: “And the desolate iand shall 
be tilled, whereas it lay desolate in the. 
sight of all that passed by. And they 
shall say, This land that was desolate 
is become like the garden of Eden” 
(Ezek. 36 : 34, 35).

After making the customary bargain with 
a taxi driver we were taken to the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Ralph Fried, in the Street 
of the Prophets. Two years ago we had 
had the privilege of staying with them, and 
once again we enjoyed sweet fellowship 
in their home during our stay in Jerusalem. 

During our almost seven weeks’ stay in 
Palestine we were again amazed at the 
marvelous changes that have taken place 
during the past few years since the Jews 
have been returning to the land in such 
large numbers. Jerusalem, Tel Aviv, and 
Haifa are great flourishing modern cities. 
Swamp lands have been transformed into 
fertile fields. Sand dunes have given place 
to beautiful orange groves. The great plain 
of Esdraelon is dotted over with flourishing 
Jewish colonies. The plain of Sharon is 
once more like “a garden of Eden.” The 
land that lay largely waste and desolate 
during the long centuries of the Jewish dis- 
persion is again beginning to “blossom as 
the rose.” 

All this modern development of Pales- 
tine is the growing fulfillment of the predic- 
tions of the Old Testament prophets. A 
graphic picture of the changes that are 
taking place today was given more than 
2,500 years ago by the prophet Amos: “And 
I will bring again the captivity of my 
people of Israel, and they shall build the 
waste cities, and inhabit them; and they 
shall plant vineyards, and drink the wine 
thereof; they shall also make gardens, and 
eat the fruit of them. And I will plant 
them upon their land, and they shall no 
more be pulled up out of their land which 
I have given them, saith the Lord thy God” 
(Amos 9: 14, 15). 


The Jews’ Love for Their Land 


Truly the Lord is bringing again the 
captivity of the Jews who have been scat- 
tered to the ends of the earth for long 
centuries. They are indeed building “the- 
waste cities,” and planting “vineyards,” and 
making “gardens.” Further, the returning 
colonists are planting their roots deeply 
into “their land.” And it is comforting 
to read the prophet’s words that “they shall 
no more be pulled up out of their land 
which I have given them.” 

While in Palestine, we learned more fully 
than ever of the passionate love of the Jews 
for the land of their forefathers, and the 
longing to return to it that has burned in 
the breasts of orthodox Jews throughout 
the years of their long dispersion. We 
were told it is a common practice for de- 
vout Jews all over the world to rise at 
midnight, or in the early morning hours, 
to weep because of the destruction of Zion 
and to pray for its redemption. 

Many Jews, even those who are very 
poor, will save their hard earned money 
to purchase a small bag of soil from Pales- 
tine that it may be laid under their head in 
their coffin. They feel that at least in death 
they are again united to the land of Pales-

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OUL-WINNING During the War.— 
S F. J. Huegel is a missionary in Mex- 

ico. During the great war he was 
chaplain with the troops abroad, and in 
The Christian Evangelist gives some ac- 
count of his experiences. He says: 

“I found that one could stand true to 
the colors (the Cross). The temptation 
to be a glorified ‘Y’ secretary came, but 
grace was given to stand by. my guns. 
Did I ‘get by’ with it? I shall let facts 
speak, 

“On the long march into Germany, after 
the signing of the Armistice, a glorious 
opportunity presented itself to preach the 
Gospel. Ten minutes out of every hour 
were given for rest. Men would flop with 
their sixty pound packs on the gravel road 
right where the moment for rest overtook 
them. This was my chance. 

“Though I sadly needed rest myself, as 
I marched with the men most of the time, 
these periods when thousands of men were 
sprawled on the ground for relaxation, day 
after day, were bought up for Christ. His 
promises for weary souls were made to 
ring in the hearts of men. I never asked 
questions about army regulations. My New 
Testament was my only manual. 

“Even unconverted officers realized that 
the claims of Christ were prior claims. 
The cross on my cap was the only insignia. 
This was a great advantage. For those 
in the ranks it opened the way to happy 
intercourse, and to those who commanded 
it spoke so unmistakably of the Highest 
Command that the chaplain was almost 
as free as Pershing himself. 

“But it was not until we settled down 
in a quiet Rhine village that I fully came 
into my own as an ambassador for Christ. 
There were four great hospitals full of the 
sick and the dying, while thousands of 
soldiers swarmed everywhere. A Lutheran 
church was placed at my disposal. Every 
night for six months a service was held. 
We were soon in the midst of a veritable 
revival. .. . Every kind of amusement .. . 
was turned down by men who came, night 
after night, to sing the songs of Zion and 
to hear the Word of God. Some did not 
miss a night during six months of special 
services.” 


The Revival Spreads.—‘‘The tide of 
blessing rose so high,” continues Mr. Hue- 
gel, “that it overflowed into German homes. 
There was an order out against fraterniza- 
tion with German folks. But the ruling 
was gloriously made null and void by the 
love of Christ. Not only the chaplain, but 
many of those who warmed his heart by 
their Gospel fervor, had blessed times in 
German homes presenting the claims of 
Christ. 

“I well remember one dear old lady who 
was brought to Christ. One day with tears 
of joy on her cheeks she proposed to go 
to the street corners and proclaim what 
she had found. I recall how a soldier 
came requesting the chaplain to accompany 


him to a German home where a child was 
very ill. We prayed for the sick child, 
and, to the great joy of the members of 
the family, the Lord graciously stretched 
forth his healing hand. I shall never for- 
get the consternation of German families 
who lived near by, when they heard of the 
power of God manifested in healing the 
sick, 

“Tt never crossed my mind to straddle 
the fence. There were Jews, Roman Cath- 
olics, Mormons, Protestants of every stripe, 
and what not, but to talk sweet platitudes 
about the mercies of God would have been 
high treason. I would no more have 
thought of betraying my Saviour in that 
fashion than to have betrayed my coun- 
try. I preached the same Gospel that had 
brought peace into my own disordered life. 





Quoting Scripture 
in the First Century? 








A discourse of the first century 
Stoic, C. Musonius Rufus, has been 
discovered and the papyrus contain- 
ing it edited by Dr. Rendel Harris. 
This is the subject of comment in 
The Expository Times. It is a plea 
for large families, and when the re- 
tort is made concerning the difficul- 
ties of providing for such families, 
the author points to the birds and 
asks if they hoard and store their 
food. The Greek words used im- 
mediately suggest the Gospels : 

Consider the sparrows and the ravens 

They sow not, neither do they reap 

They have neither store-chamber nor 

storehouse. . 
*“Whence came to Musonius the 
thought of using this parable for 
freedom from anxiety? Have we - 
here the earliest use of the written 
Gospel?” 











In every meeting Christ was lifted up and 
recommended as the only hope of sin-cursed 
hearts. 

“Instead of driving men away from me 
it had the opposite effect. Men of all faiths 
pressed upon me to hear the Word of God. 
One of my most devoted co-laborers was 
a Mormon. I recall how he poured out his 
heart to me in gratitude for having led 
him to a knowledge of Christ. Years be- 
fore he had been a Mormon missionary to 
Germany and had baptized men into the 
Mormon faith in the Rhine. He renounced 
Mormonism and made a true surrender to 
Christ. Four great hospitals, with their 
immeasurable pain, were visited daily. To 
distribute chewing gum, cigarettes, and 
candy? Nay, but to point broken hearts 


to the Lamb of God that taketh away the 
sin of the world.” 


Further Reflections.—‘‘My o-vn brother,” 
concluded the former chaplain, “who was 
killed at Verdun, was brought to Christ 
and a deep experience of His grace, while 
in the army. To be able to face those awful 
hours one. needed Christ. 

“And as for majors and colonels and 
generals, if they see that you mean busi- 
ness as an ambassador for Christ and... are 
determined to convey the infinitely precious 
verities of the Gospel to hungry hearts, and 
that you would be true whatever the cost 
to your office and to God, they will wink at 
a thousand army regulations and give you 
free rein as a preacher of the Gospel. At 
least such was my experience.” 

Mr. Huegel is now working among the 
troops of the Mexican army. 


Signs of Revolt Against Rome.—Mr. 
McGovern, a Member of Parliament from 
Glasgow and a Roman Catholic, wrote 
recently to the Secretary of the Catholic. 
Union of the Archdiocese of Glasgow what 
must be in the minds of thousands of Cath- 
olics in English-speaking lands. He says 
that for thirty years he has been in the 
labor movement and declares that there is 
a deep resentment in the minds of people 
as to the methods employed by the Cath- 
olic authorities in political affairs. “The 
Roman Catholic Church is more concerned 
with power for itself than with the stand- 
ards of life of the workers. That is where 
we clash and where we will clash more 
and more in the future. I believe that the 
Church heads are openly backing Fascism. 

“The Church in Spain has been de- 
stroyed by the workers owing to the dom- 
ination of the clergy, coupled with the 
knowledge that they were the landowners 
and capitalists of Spain. Men who were 
educated to propagate the Gospel, and to 
give an example of devotion to spiritual 
and moral codes, have developed into self- 
ish and soulless materialists. 

“Bishops and priests have prostituted 
religion. They have promised Moors a 
special place in Paradise for their share 
in the struggle, and have fixed Sacred 
Heart badges to rifles and the Sacred Host 
to ammunition bags. I have seen this my- 
self. Such an outrage by bishops is the 
most shocking thing I have ever known. 

“How does the Archbishop square his 
religious responsibility with the order to 
raise funds in the Glasgow churches to 
buy bombs in order to blow the bodies 
of men, women, and children in Madrid 
to what has been described as a bundle of 
bloody rags? Let the bishops and priests 
cease their political domination and worship 
of the Golden Calf. My mind and con- 


science are in revolt against this foul tyr- 
anny. I am expressing what every public 
man in the Labor movement has been feel- 
ing. I ask the Catholic Union, Catholic 
Press, and the Catholic hierarchy to take 
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warning. The methods of Franco, Hitler, 
and Mussolini will not be tolerated in Great 
3ritain."—(Abridged from The Christian 
Irishman.) 


Catholics and the Bible.—In her last 
book, Une Catholique devant la Bible (“A 
Catholic before the Bible”), Mme. Chasles 
tells how she and her husband hunted 
through Paris over a year to buy a copy 
of a Catholic Bible (Edition Crampon). 
Then she goes on: 

“One day in November, 1934, two nuns 
rang our doorbell and handed me a leaflet 
and a tract. I spoke with them, and, after 
hesitating replies to questions I put to 
them, they informed me that they belonged 
to the Pious Society of St. Paul, founded 
in Italy by the Rev. Father Alberone, and 
that their mission was to spread good liter- 
ature, and above all the Bible, among Cath- 
olics. 

“A religious order for distribution of 
Scripture among Catholics! What a nov- 
elty! When, in very bad French, the sis- 
ters explained this to me I said, ‘Come in, 
my dear sisters, I beg of you, and let us 
talk. Do I really understand you? You 
are colporting the Bible?’ 

“On their affirmative reply my heart beat 
with joy. 

“The sisters also offered lives of the 
saints —a little too many of them, instead 
of confining themselves wholly to Scrip- 
ture. They told me why. ‘We are so 
often ordered from the door by Catholics 
who take us for Protestants, so that we 
dare not at the start offer the Holy Scrip- 
ture.’ 

“In this way the sisters felt their way 
before beginning on their splendid mission 
as lights in the world bearing the Word 
of Life (Phil. 2:15, 16). 

“They told me how much they had to 
suffer in our country from Catholics. 
Some priests forbade them to offer Bibles, 
even to visit their parishes. Laity com- 
plained to the police of them, saying that 
they were counterfeit nuns. These Cath- 
olics could not understand that sisters 
could offer Bibles for sale, believing the 
Bible to be a Protestant book or on ‘the 
Index. So they were arrested, now in this 
quarter of Paris, now in that, and brought 
to police headquarters as spies, or as Prot- 
estants disguised as Catholic sisters. They 
were released only after showing their 
papers and the permi8sion of Cardinal Ver- 
dier. 

“How painful this blindness! But the lit- 
tle sisters were untroubled. They would go 
to the stake willingly for their dear Bible, 
even if it were lighted by these ‘practicing’ 
Catholics. I thought, when I heard these 
lamentable stories, of John the beloved dis- 
ciple banished to Patmos because of the 
Word of God and the witness of Jesus. 
These sisters have their Patmos in the 
police stations of Paris!” 

Mme. Chasles later visited this commu- 
nity. “Each room in the convent, each 
cell, has its Bible, open and resting on a 
cushion. It is touching to see through a 
half-open door a sister bend over the book 
and kiss it, thinking herself unobserved. 
One day when a sister returned home 
with arms tired from the weight of the 
Bibles she carried, my husband said to 
her, ‘It is heavy work, sister.’ 

“ ‘No,’ came the reply. ‘It is never heavy 
when one carries the Word of God.’ 
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“Father Alberone understands that the 
Bible is a power by which we live, pray, 
and love, the book in which we find Jesus 
Christ in his fullness.” 


A Costly Mistake.—In 1922 the North- 
ern Baptist Convention declined to commit 
itself to any statement of faith further than 
a general acceptance of the New Testa- 
ment. Dr. C. H. Heaton tells us in The 
Watchman what this doctrinal vagueness 
has cost the denomination. A number of 
associations of Regular Baptist churches 
have simply seceded. Independent missions 
are springing up on all sides. “Every one 
of these has its clear-cut confession of 
faith.” There is a growing indifference to 
the programs put on by the denominational 
leaders. The Forward Forum was re- 
cently staged in Dr. Heaton’s church. 





A Mohammedan 
“Father Divine” 








George W. Rhoad, writing from 
Nairobi, East Africa, and quoted 
in the Christian Beacon, describes a 
great durbar (the court of a native 
prince) held there in honor of the 
Golden Jubilee of Aga Khan, forty- 
eighth lineal descendant of Moham- 
med and head of the Ismailia sect of 
Mohammedans. Thousands of 
Hindu Mohammedans from South 
Africa, Madagascar, Zanzibar, 
Uganda, and elsewhere foregathered. 
Aga Khan, who lives in England 
and is married to a French wife, 
arrived in an Imperial Airways plane 
from England. The high point of 
the occasion was the presentation to 
this deified man of his full weight 
in gold. Aga Khan was placed in a 
chair on one side of a weighing ap- 
paratus and in the great scale on the 
other side, gold bars. Presently the 
chair lifted and then the scales tipped 
at 3,200 ounces, worth about $113,- 
500. “The enthusiasm of the crowd 
was great as his chair was swung 
about so that he might receive the 
plaudits of all sections of the great 
assemblage.” An address of “ divine 
veneration” presented to him called 
him “Spiritual Father” to whom 
“with uplifted hands, thy children 
pray”; “Fountain of Light... 
Light of God . . . the same as ever 
was ere creation began, manifested 
at last in the Form of Man.” 











Eight churches, easily accessible, were in- 
vited to send their official family to the 
supper conference presided over by a team 
from the state convention office. These 
eight churches were labored with from the 
central office, from the associational office, 
and from the local church. When they sat 
down to supper there was just one church 
beside the entertaining church represented! 

“When our denominational secretaries 
and our missionaries travel among the 
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churches they meet with groups every- 
where who want to know what their doc- 
trinal complexion is. There is no way 
to tell without careful inquiry. One of 
our Baptist colleges announced a field day 
among the Baptist churches of its state. 
A large church was asked to have a rep- 
resentative of the college speak from its 
pulpit on a Sunday. The pastor, before 
answering, sent a questionnaire covering 
the proposed speaker’s doctrinal views. As 
a reply he received a curt withdrawal of 
the request. The feeling engendered in 
this episode is better imagined than de- 
scribed. 

“Yes, we are certainly paying a great 
price for our vagueness in doctrine.” 


Brief Notes.—A movement toward Fas- 
cist dictatorship is outlining itself in Ar- 
gentina. It is closely allied with the 
Roman Catholic Church and hostile to 
evangelicals, advocating “the incomparable 
antiseptic of the Inquisition.” . The 
youngest brother of the Soviet Russia 
Minister of War, lately named the first of 
the Military Godless, honoris causa, has 
left the army to enter the priesthood. ... 
The Governor-General of Canada, Lord 
Tweedsmuir, speaking recently at the 
Quadrennial Congress of the Alliance of 
Presbyterian Churches in Montreal, re- 
called the glorious traditions of the Cal- 
vinist Reformation. Then came these sig- 
nificant sentences: “After an invasion of 
doctrinal intellectualism these churches are, 
at present, returning to the fundamental 
Christian values which alone lead to a 
fruitful consecration. Today the Church 
and the world need a new race of prophets 
in whose eyes the Adversary is no longer 
‘a separated brother,’ but the true en- 
emy, Satan himself, father of lies, sin, 
and human suffering.” ... Six years ago 
anti-foreign and anti-Christian sentiment 
was strong among Chinese students. At 
present their attitude is entirely different. 
Dr. Tocher of Ichang reports that in many 
quarters there has never been such willing- 
ness to hear. Bishop Song, a Chinese Ang- 
lican bishop, was recently invited to give a 
course of lectures on the Bible in the 
largest Government university in Szechuan. 
The students were eager to hear and learn. 
. . . Coronation Day was celebrated ii 
New Brunswick as in other parts of the 
British Empire. In the parade in Moncton 
M. Lanctin’s French mission had a special 
float on which was .a choir made up of 
French Protestants. They chanted from 
time to time different passages of Scripture 
dealing with salvation. .. . News of Mon- 
sieur Faivre’s Annotated French Testa- 
ment. M. Olilley, French missionary at Lake 
Tchad in the Sudan, describes the conver- 
sion of a young member of the Colonial 
Administration, Count G. de Ch—, of an 
old French noble family. “He says the 
Annotated French Testament has made of 
him another man, and he hopes to assist 
M. Olley in his mission work.” ... Mis- 
sions in Mozambique are largely the fruit 
of mission work on the Witwatersrand and 
other mines of the Transvaal. These re- 
turning East Coast African boys build 
homes apart from their old heathen vil- 
lages. “In the midst of the new huts is 
ordinarily a chapel with a bell where the 
leader calls the people, morning and eve- 
ning, to.read the Scriptures, pray, and sing 
the hymns learned in the Transvaal.”

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 
CC ciced leaders have recently ac- 


cused America of acting no longer 

according to the moral issues in- 
volved in international problems, but ac- 
cording to political and selfish material 
interests. Missionary leaders in Ethiopia 
have been amazed at the ignoring of the 
dictates of morality and justice on the part 
of Great Britain and America in dealing 
with the rights of missionaries in Ethiopia. 
However much truth there may be in these 
accusations, it is a fact that a large num- 
ber of national leaders, and of the people 
in America, have taken a new point of 
view on the drink problem. An ominous 
change has come in the attitude of the 
American people toward the flagrant sins 
of immorality, infidelity, and intemperance. 
The magazines, newspapers, the popular 
news-weeklies, the novels are more and 
more boldly and blatantly ignoring God. 
There is a corresponding ignoring of the 
moral issues of great problems. But God 
is not mocked. America will pay the price. 
Let the Sunday schools of America give 
a united voice on the absolute supremacy 
of the moral issue in all national problems. 


The Historical Setting 


Paul’s letters to the Romans, to the 
. Corinthians, and to the Galatians were all 
written probably during the third mission- 
ary journey (Acts 18:23 to 21:20). 
Scholars vary greatly in assigning | the 
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dates, though most agree that Romans was 
written about A. D. 57, or 58. First Cor- 
inthians has been put at A. D. 56, or later, 
and Galatians at A. D. 57. 


Verse by Verse 


Romans 13:12.—The night is far spent, 
the day is at hand. The Gospel was a 
dawning light, but the “day” that is at 
hand is Christ’s personal return (v. 
ct. 1 Cor, 4: 3, RB. Vz mare: 2 Pet: 22:10; 
Phil. 1:6). Put on the armour of light. 
God’s way of casting off the darkness. 


Verse 13.—Let us walk honesily. “Be- 
comingly,” as children of the King. Not 
in rioting and drunkenness. “Reveling,” 
the nocturnal carousing in honor of Bac- 
chus, the god of wine (Gal. 5:21; 1 Pet. 
4:3; 1 Thess. 5:7,8). Not in chambering 
and wantonness; the first referring to defi- 
nite immoral acts, the other to impurity in 
general. Drunkenness and _lasciviousness 
are closely related. 


Verse 14.—Put ye on the Lord Jesus 
Christ. The armor of light (Eph. 6: 10- 
17). Make not provision for the flesh. 
(Cal. 33.3, :2 :§:2%4:) 


1 Corinthians 6:9—The unrighteous 
shall not inherit the kingdom of God. Their 
wrongdoing is evidence of the fact that 
they have never been right with God (v. 
8). Be not deceived. (Cf. 1 John 3:7.) 
Neither fornicators, nor idolaters. Idolatry 
and fornication were ever linked in the 
practice of men, and therefore mentioned 
together in the Word (cf. chap. 5; Acts 
15:20; Rev. 2:14). Effeminate, nor 
abusers of themselves. Referring to’ un- 
natural lusts. 


Verse 11.—Such were some of you: but. 
Another of Paul’s glorious “buts.” (Note 
last week’s lesson, comment on Titus 3: 4.) 
Ye are washed. Literally, “Ye have had 
yourselves washed,” referring to the wash- 
ing of regeneration (cf. Titus 3:5). Ye 
are sanctified, ... ye are justified. They 
“have been” soo or set apart from 
the world (cf. 1 Cor. 7:24; John 17:19; 
1 Pet. 1:2), and set Goan from the con- 
demnation of sin through the righteousness 
of Christ. 


Galatians 5: 16—Walk in the Spirit. 
Live by the power of the Holy Spirit, even 
as we have obtained eternal life by. the 
Holy Spirit (cf. v. 25, R. V.). Ye shall 
not fulfil the lust of the flesh (cf. Rom. 
8: 4-14). 

Verse 17.—For the flesh lusteth ojainsi 
the Spirit, and the Spirit against the flesh.

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Verse 24.—Have crucified the flesh. The 
same message as in Galatians 2: 20, “I have 
been crucified,’ and in Romans 6:6.

“The Cocktail Hour.” —Let us walk hon- 
estly (marg., decently) ... mot in... 
drunkenness (Rom. 13:13). Some bright 
newspaper man has written, “The greatest 
menace of the road today is Hic, Hike, 
Hug,” — meaning drunken drivers with 
their doped senses, hitch-hikers with their 
jerking digits, and puppy petters with the 
one hand driving. 


One writer thinks that Henry Ford, in ~ 


giving his universal car its quick get-away 
at seventy miles an hour, has done a great 
service toward forcing America back to 
Prohibition. 

The American citizen, in order to save 
his own life, and that of his mother, wife, 
an@ children, will be compelled to shut up 
the over-abundant saloons and close down 
on “cocktail hours.” 

After the party the plastered ones male 
and female, have to drive home, and in con- 
sequence many of them are winding up in 
jail for manslaughter, in the hospital for 
their own injuries, or likely in that place 
where the old Book says drunkards are 
sure to go, since we are told, “Neither... 
thieves ... nor drunkards . . . shall inherit 
the kingdom of God” (1 Cor. 6:9, 10). 

I have been noting one striking fact in 
this rapidly increasing growth of drunk- 
ards. Much of it is in that stratum of the 
population known as “the social set,” the 
members of which give all things religious 
absent treatment. 

These people have no use for the church, 
except as a post office address, so to speak. 
They call on the church for weddings and 
funerals. 

There has not been reported a single 
active church man or woman among those 
arrested for driving. when under the influ- 
ence of liquor. Ia the cities they are al- 
most always those whose family names are 
in the Social Register. 

I cannot remember a “working man” be- 
ing arrested for driving a car recklessly 
while under the influence of liquor. Work- 
ing men and women do not have cocktail 
hours. 

Here is a notice from the Society Column 
of a Philadelphia newspaper, as I write: 
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“Mr. and Mrs. A—B of West Chester 
will entertain at a.cocktail. party on  Fri- 
day evening, June 7th, before the West 
Chester Bal Masque.” The history of that 
County Seat is sad with the wrecks of rum. 


Thieves and Drunks.—Be not deceived 

.. neither ... thieves, ... nor drunkards 
shall inherit the kingdom of God (1 Cor. 
6:9, 10). I called attention to this warn- 
ing in the former paragraph and will use 
it for a text for this paragraph. 

As I write this note I am sitting in the 
office of the Vice-President of the great 
Bethlehem Steel Company at Bethlehem, 
Pa. I always have my knitting with me! 

This V. P. is Mr. Charles R. Holton, 
who has come up through the company to 
this high and very responsible position. 
He is the man who spends the Bethlehem 
millions since he has charge of all the pur- 
chases. 

He is an officer in the Presbyterian 
church and teaches a class of men in the 
Sunday school. As I wait and write with 
notebook on my knee he is in conference 
with President Grace and other high offi- 
cials. 

Now we come to the point of these per- 
sonalities. My friend Holton has the em- 
ploying of many young men at Bethlehem, 
Sparrows Point, Steelton, Johnstown, Wil- 
mington, Lebanon, Buffalo, and other places 
where there are local plants with their 
buyers. 

Now, how much chance for a job with 
the Bethlehem Steel Company, in Holton’s 
Department, would a young fellow have 
who is one of the “cocktail hour” boys? 
(igu, §< 11, 12.) 

When the Bethlehem Steel Company 
took over Midvale Steel Company here at 
Coatesville they retained a supposedly im- 
portant man and moved him to one of their 
other plants. . This man was one of the 
so called “quiet drinkers,” one of the take- 
a-drink-or-let-it-alone sort. You know the 
breed. Well, this man is not with the 
Bethlehem Steel Company any more. 

His work is being done by another 
Coatesville man, who is an officer in his 
church and active in the religious activities 
of the town. 

My boy, don’t let the Devil fool you. 
The boozer neither inherits the Kingdom of 
God nor does he get anywhere in the King- 
dom of Steel to stay. This Scripture pas- 
sage ties up the drunkard with the thief. 
It is only a step from drink to thievery. 
Can you imagine a bank employing a 
drinker, if they know it! 


The Two Kinds.—The ‘fruit of the Spirit 
is... meekness, temperance; against such 
there is no law (Gal. 5: 22, 23). In the pre- 
ceding paragraph I spoke of being in Beth- 
lehem. I was there to speak at the Twin 
City of Allentown in the evening for the 
W. U. G. (Watch Us Grow) Bible Class 
at their annual banquet. 

At this board sat the eminent men of the 
city, including Judge Trexler, President 
Judge of the Supreme Court, and the Bishop 
of the church organization. 

My chauffeur (who has heard me so 
often, I tell my audiences that if anything 
should happen to me call him in to make 
my speech) spent his.evening window shop- 
ping on. the streets. 

He said to me next morning as he drove 
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me home, “Mr. Ridgway, I saw more 
drunken men on the streets of Allentown 
last night than I ever saw in Coatesville 
in its wettest time, and more than in all 
the many towns I have taken you put to- 
gether.” This was in May, 1935. 

As we rode along over the lovely Lehigh 
and Berks County countryside I fell into 
thought comparing the Bible class men, 
with whom I had spent a delightful eve- 
ning, with these other Allentown men reel- 
ing along the streets with a “jag on.” 

One group exemplifying the fruit of the 
Spirit in a happy, joyous gathering of song 
and good fellowship, good food, and good 
cheer, and the other poor fellows on their 
way down and out demonstrating the fruit 
from the Barleycorn orchard. 

I imagine the Allentown police now and 
then have to lock up some of these “won’t 
go home till morning” fellow citizens to save 
them from getting hurt. At the Bible Class , 
gathering there was no sign of the police. 
“Against such there is no law.” No $10 
fine and costs or 30 days. 

And yet there are boys and girls fool- 
ishly cultivating the down-and-out habit.

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 

Beginning: Reinforcements. 

Discussion: How would you explain the 
weakness of a character, otherwise strong, 
who would commit the folly of drinking 
alcoholic or fermented liquors while the evi- 
dences of their destroying results are on 
every hand? 


Objective: Total abstinence. 











AY, fellows, as I write this the press 

dispatches are telling of Japan’s prepa- 
rations to send 250,000 men to reinforce her 
armies now fighting in China. There will 
be reinforcements in airplanes, in battle- 
ships, in machine guns, in ammunitions, and 
in men. Whatever the issue in that terrible 
conflict, it will be determined on one side 
or the other by reinforcements. You will 
never be able to predict the result of any 
war by the original lines of battle. 

Today we are studying a moral issue, 
which also involves a very deeply spiritual 
issue. The battlefield is in the heart of a 
fellow. On the one side are ranged his 
natural tendencies, and on the other is the 
Holy Spirit. “The flesh lusteth against 
the Spirit, and the Spirit against the flesh: 
and these are contrary the one to the other: 
so that ye cannot do the things that ye 
would” (Gal. 5:17). 

The Devil is the captain of the flesh 
forces, and, recognizing the superior power 
of the Holy Spirit he seeks reinforcements. 
These he finds in alcoholic stimulants and 
fermented liquors; they arouse the natural 
processes to unwonted fury and they assault 
the sober judgment. They make nature 
fight a fool’s fight; they give nature an 
unwarranted bravado and cause it to over- 
leap itself. With wanton disregard of its 
value, the Devil-Captain forces nature be- 
yond its normal use, — like Palissy the pot- 
ter breaking up his last piece of furniture 
to feed the furnace in the crucial moments 
of his experiments to produce porcelain; 
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except that the potter was justified by his 
wonderful discovery so useful to the world. 

Satan’s design is to bring the immortal 
soul down to eternal death, and one of his 
great allies is Alcohol. Satan knows that 
even human nature has some power to rea- 
son and see the right course ; but the bright- 
est mind can be so befuddled by liquor that 
a fellow will commit folly, and glory in it, 
until the inevitable “morning after” comes. 
Satan knows there are enough human dere- 
licts stranded on the shoals of life to serve 
as tragic warnings; but no matter how keen 
the intellect, if the brain is befuddled and 
the eye fogged by liquor the wreckage will 
not be impressive. So the great ally, Al- 
cohol, is brought up as a reinforcement to 
his battle lines. 

Fellows, don’t let him fool you. Don’t 
let him make you take the first drink, even 
though he may offer it to you in a girl’s 
hand; and if you have been silly enough to 
fall for it, resolve now that, by the help 
of the Lord who is making intercession 
for you before God, it will be your last.

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 
Goal.—To instill respect for law, and con- 
sideration for the welfare of others. 


Activity —Make a chart from large paper, 
representing in each corner one agency to 
which the girls owe obedience. Illustra- 
tions might be a picture of a flag for gov- 
ernment, of a schoolhouse for teachers, of 
a home for parents, of a picture of a group 
of people for society. In the center of the 
chart draw or paste the picture of a Bible 
to represent the laws of God. Pass to the 
girls the Bible references below. After each 
is read it may be pinned or glued to the 
chart near the picture it represents, and 
later copied into notebooks. 

Memory Verse.—‘‘Love worketh no ill to 
his neighbour: therefore love is the ful- 
filling of the law” (Rom. 13 : 10). 











IRLS, why do we keep laws? Free- 
dom from punishment should be a re- 
sult of obedience, not a reason for it. Laws 
were made for. our safety and. convenience, 
and in order that one person might not 
injure or. disturb’ others. When an owner 
puts a sign on a building, “Danger — Keep 
out,” it is not because he wants to deny 
anyone the privilege of seeing what is 
inside. The sign might be there because 
some explosives are stored within, or be- 
cause dangerous machinery is in operation. 
When you see a notice, “Hospital — Quiet,” 
it is not there to deny people the pleasure 
of making a noise, nor is it for their own 
personal convenience or safety. It is there 
jor the welfare of those who need rest. 
Today we are going to study about obey- 
ing those laws which have to do in particu- 
lar with the welfare of others, and which, 
when obeyed, help to make us socially 
pleasing. (Read the lesson text.) The 
first verse is our Memory Verse. Let us 
repeat it together. How does this verse 
fit in with our reason for keeping the law? 
_ Here is a chart to show how the law of 
love may be applied. What do you suppose 
the: illustrations represent? (Ask some 
one to write the words, “The Law of Love,” 
across the top of the chart. Over the cor- 
rect pictures write suggestions the girls 
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offer, such as: “Laws of God, Govern- 
ment, Teachers, Parents, Society.” ) 

We are going to look into God’s Word 
to see what he says about keeping the law 
(John 14:15). What must happen to us 
before this can take place? (1 John 4: 10, 
11.) God had so much love for each one of us 
that he sent the Lord Jesus Christ to Cal- 
vary to change our naturally unlawful 
hearts and make us capable of love. Then 
we are told that if God loved us so greatly, 
we should love one another. 

Now, let us see how this law of love 
for our neighbors may be put into practice 
in our relationship with all who are in 
authority. What does God say about obe- 
dience to our country? (1 Pet. 2: 13, 14.) 
If you have a pet puppy, you must not 
allow that puppy to trample your neigh- 
bor’s flower garden or chase her chickens. 
“Love worketh no ill to his neighbour.” 
Or if you are walking through a park, you 
may Have a long distance to go with your 
candy wrappers or banana skins in order 
to obey the sign, “Keep rubbish off the 
grass,” but if you want to make things 
pleasant for your neighbors, you will help 
to keep the park clean. 

In school, too, our relationship with 
others should be based upon the law of 
love for our companions as well as for our 
own personal gain (Heb. 13:17). (Have 
the girls give examples of how love may be 
applied through friendship, sportsmanship, 
honesty, co-operation, industry.) 

We studied several weeks ago about obe- 
dience to parents (Eph. 6:1). How may 
love be displayed at home? (The girls may 
name a few ways by which they might co- 
operate with other members of the family 
to make home life happier for all.) 

Nearly all human laws are related in 
some way to social etiquette. Very early 
you were taught to say, “Thank you,” 
“Please,” “I’m sorry.” People who ignore 
these courtesies are usually themselves 
ignored. Sometimes, however, society has 
customs (not laws) that folks think are 
“smart,” and they want us to comply with 
these customs. Some of the crowd may tell 
us that it is “smart” to play.an unkind 
trick on an unsuspecting person, or to drink, 
smoke, or cut up in a wild, careless man- 
ner. What would be the truly “smart” 
thing to do in such a case? Let us see 
what God’s Word says (1 Pet. 1:22). 
First, we must obey the truth; next, we 
must love our neighbors. But love for 
neighbors never requires us to lower our 
standards of conduct. In fact, if we “love 
one another with a pure heart,” we shall 
care more for the soul than for the feelings 
of another. Even if an act might seem 
right to us, if in any way it would injure 
another we should refrain from doing it 
(Rom. 14:21). In all things we should 
obey God rather than men (Acts 5: 29). 

Let us bow our heads as we ask our 
heavenly Father to teach us his laws so 
we may truly love one another. (Several 
girls might offer prayer.)

tion, and also the way to keep his example 
.from leading other weaker ones into sin. 

8. The central message is that a Christian 
should walk in the Spirit, staying as far as 
possible away from the works of the flesh 
by being absorbed in the things of the Spirit. 
It is difficult to see how he can do that in 
America today without separating himself 
from intoxicating drink and all that goes with 
it. 


9. Drunkenness, impurity, and other sins 
are set forth by Paul as works of the flesh, 
things that unsaved people constantly do. It 
is possible for a Christian to fall into one or 
other of these sins.

O YOU know what happens when a 
man takes a gun and goes to his neigh- 
bor’s house and shoots his neighbor? 

Officers come and arrest the man. If 
the neighbor dies, the man is accused of 
murder or manslaughter, and if the law is 
carried out, the man is sent to prison or 
killed. 

But what do we do about intoxicating 
liquor? We even let the man who sells 
it put advertisements like this in our papers. 
We give him the right to sell this liquor 
to his neighbor, though we know what it 
will do to the man who drinks it. * 

It will twist‘ his eyesight so he can’t see 
straight. 

It will affect his mind so he can’t think 
straight. 

It will deaden his soul so he will have 
no conscience. 

‘He will be unable to drive a car safely. 

He will not be able to walk straight or 
talk plainly. 

He will abuse his wife and his children. 

He will quarrel with his friends. 

He will many times be the very man 
who takes the gun and kills his neighbor. 

Then we arrest him — but we don’t do a 
thing to the man who sold him the liquor 
that made him a murderer. 

That doesn’t seem right, does it? 
that is just the way we do it. 

Christ told us how to treat our neigh- 
bor: to love ‘him as well as we do our- 
selves. Paul tells us that “love worketh 
no ill to his neighbour.” I think even very 
little children can do a bit in this terrible 
liquor problem. Every one of you can re- 
fuse to drink a drop. You can tell other 
children, and grown-ups, too, that you don’t 
want anything in your body that is going 
to keep you from serving God and helping 
your neighbor.

insurance men who already recognize the 
fact that here is a contingency even more 
certain than “death and taxes,” which will 


some day have to be reckoned with and. 


therefore should be provided for; but, 
clearly, experienced insurance men must 
first become awake to the certainty of the 
great event. 

In part, my friend’s reply was as follows: 

“After all, nature usually works in a 
normal way and, according to my view, 
will continue to do so. During the past 
1900 years, predictions such as that with 
which you are at present impressed have 
been made countless times, but, as you 
know, there has been no fulfillment of these 
prophecies. To put the matter, therefore, 
on a purely actuarial basis I should say 
that the probability of companies being 
called upon to make provision for an 
extraordinary number of claims was so 
small that a reserve for such an event is 
not a necessity.” 

A special reserve had not been suggested; 
that was a detail being left for a later de- 
velopment of the case; but my friend’s 
viewpoint of the question may be regarded 
as likely to be somewhat prevalent. 

When he refers to “a purely actuarial 
basis” he doubtless refers to the founding 
of future action on a theory of probabilities 
derived from experience of the past. That 
seems to be scientific, and as life insurance 
men we have prided ourselves on the ex- 
tent to which the mortality tables, founded 
on the experience of an extensive past, have 
proved it to be such. But how can any 
method of consideration or of treatment be 
deemed wholly scientific which excludes 
from view factors which indisputably be- 
long to it? 

As pointed out in one of the letters above, 
“Mortality, as shown by the tables, has been 
provided for, but not this”; hence the ques- 
tion, “Have we covered everything?” 

My friend employs the theory of prob- 
abilities when he says that “during the 
past 1,900 years, such predictions as this 
have been made countless times,” but with- 
out fulfillment. 

To make his present conclusions on a 


- purely actuarial basis and wholly scientific, 


should he not ask, “Who made the pre- 
dictions and on what authority? Did he 
make others, and have they or any of them 
been fulfilled?” Take the predictions of the 
prophets, endorsed by Jesus the Christ, 
the Son of God, published in the Holy 
Scriptures. Many of them have already 
been fulfilled. I have just been reading a 
list of twenty-five Old Testament proph- 
ecies which were fulfilled within a few 
hours at the time of, and by, Jesus’ cru- 
cifixion; others are now being - fulfilled; 
therefore, the question, what about an “ac- 
tuarial basis’? Our Lord, before his cru- 
cifixion, made four major predictions con- 
cerning himself: 

1. He said that he would die, and how. 

2. He said that he would rise again from 
the dead, and when, and that he would go 
to his Father. 

3. He said that, going to his Father, he 
would, from him, send the Holy Spirit-.to 
earth to do a certain work. 

4. He said: “If I go away, I will come

tine. It may be there is in this the hope 
that being joined to the land they will be 
raised again when the Messiah comes to 
Zion. 

“Next year in Jerusalem” has been the 
heart-cry of the Jews, especially at Pass- 
over time, throughout the long period of 
their’ dispersion. More than once during 
the centuries definite plans have been made 
for their return. In the early days of 
America’s history, the idea of a Jewish 
national home in Palestine found sympa- 
thetic support. John Adams, the second 
President of the United States, wrote a 
letter to Major Noah, a prominent Ameri- 
can Jew, heartily commending the project. 
In Great Britain, Dean Stanley wrote: 
“The Jewish race, so wonderfully pre- 
served, may yet have another stage of 
national existence opened to them. They 
may once more obtain possession of their 
native land.” The foremost exponent in 
the British Isles of the establishment of 
a Jewish home in Palestine was the sev- 
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enth Earl of Shaftesbury. In 1838 he 
pleaded with various nations to co-operate 
in the project, saying: “Everything seems 
ripe for their return.” 

“Man proposes, but God disposes.” The 
project was not accomplished. In the time- 
piece of God’s eternal purposes the hour 
for the return of the Jews had not yet 
struck. It was only after the World War 
that the words of the psalmist were ful- 
filled: “Thou shalt arise, and have mercy 
upon Zion: for the time to favor her, yea, 
the set time, is come” (Psa. 102: 13). 

This is indeed “the set time” to favor 
Zion. All the world is witnessing the way 
in which the God of Israel is helping for- 
ward and is directing the work of rebuild- 
ing Palestine even in troublous times. No 
one will deny that the Jews have worked 
hard and heroically. But the remarkable 
results that have been achieved are due 
first and foremost to the favor and blessing 
of God upon their efforts. The transforma- 
tion that has taken place in Palestine dur- 
ing the past fifteen years is perhaps un- 
paralleled in history in so short a space of 
time. 

In the succeeding chapters I hope to tell 
of the further progress made even during 
the two short years since our previous 
visit; of the continued growth of the col- 
onies and of the cities, such as Tel Aviv 
and Jerusalem; of the tragic loss of life 
and destruction of property during the 
strike and riots of 1936; of the new crises 
that are confronting both Jews and Arabs 
through the suggested partition of the land; 
and to answer from God’s Word the ques- 
tion, “Who owns Palestine?” and to tell 
of the future glory of the land and of the 
chosen people.

Effects of Alcoholic Beverages on 
Automobile Insurance.— Perhaps you 
never realized that your drinking neighbor, 
multiplied many hundreds of times, causes 
you to pay a higher premium for automobile 
insurance than you would otherwise be 
compelled to pay. 

In Norway, a recently formed automobile 
insurance company called “Varde,” whose 
policyholders are all abstainers, has issued 
an interesting report. During its first year, 
the premium, income was 22,451 crowns 
while only 2,284 crowns were paid out for 
damages. The percentage of accidents with 
other insurance companies is said to be 
about 65 per cent of those insured; with 
the Norwegian company of abstainers, it 
is between 10 and 20 per cent. This com- 
pany hopes to prove conclusively that ab- 
staining drivers are safer than those who 
drink. 


Like Father, Like Son.—Dr. E. S. Mor- 
ris, Director General of Public Health in 
Australia, is quoted as saying: “Slums 
and physical deterioration go hand in hand. 
The atmosphere of gloom and misery stifles 
hopes and aspirations, and, far too fre-

quently, leads to alcoholism and crime. In 


the absence of privacy there is a lack of° 


decency, and it has been truly said that 
morality in such circumstances is a ques- 
tion of square feet.” 

A. J. Dalziel, speaking of slums and de- 
linquency, says: “Every year, 3,000 chil- 
dren pass through the children’s courts in 
Australia, and figures show that ninety 
per cent of these came from squalid and 
congested areas. After they had been dealt 
with by the courts they were too often 
allowed to return to those areas and to 
come again under those pernicious influ- 
ences which had made them delinquents.” 

The path is not hard to trace, comments 
Grit, a temperance paper from Australia; 
the father, preferring to spend his money 
on drink rather than on decent shelter for 
his family, causes his children to be brought 
up in slum conditions. To get away from 
these conditions, the children as they grow 
up often turn to drink. As they become 
delinquent and serve court sentences, they 
are simply turned out into the same en- 
vironment to repeat the same process over 
again. 


Relation Between Parental Alcoholism 
and Juvenile Delinquency.—Healy and 
Bronner in their book, “Delinquents and 
Criminals,” state that only 7.6 per cent of 
2,000 young repeated offenders were living 
under conditions that could: be considered 
reasonably good for the rearing of a child. 
Among 675 cases of delinquents studied, 55 
per cent failed.to succeed. These came for 
the most part from homes where there 
was criminalism, alcoholism, or vice. Twen- 
ty-one per cent of 4,000 offenders came 
from homes of a like nature. 


What Alcohol Does.—Courtenay C. 
Weeks, the noted English opponent of alco- 
hol, says: “By ‘blurring the moral twinges,’ 
one of the charms of alcohol according to 
Sir James Crichton Brown, it tends to blunt 
and distort that ‘awful compulsion to think’ 
which men call conscience. By interfering 
with inhibition it militates against a really 
progressive civilization which depends upon 
the control and direction of primitive ani- 
mal instincts and desires, while it also tends 
to excite and release animal impulses.” 


Effects of Beer on Racial Economy- 
—In the Monthly Health Letter printed in 
Denver, Colo., in 1934, Dr. Flurry is re- 
ported as saying: “The effect of beer on 
the economy of the race results in diminu- 
tion of births, increase of sickness and 
death, increase of poverty, lowering of 2x- 
ecutive ability, a diminution of the total 
energy of the race in the struggle for ex- 
istence.”” 


Lowered Drink Bill May Still Mean 
Social Menace.—Great Britain’s drink bill 
for 1936 was reduced over that of one 
hundred years ago by about one-fifth fer 
spirits, about one-half for beer, all of which 
looks most encouraging. However, when 
we consider the vast social changes in the 
last hundred years, the greater speed ai 
which we live, our mechanized life and 
greater dependence on one another, even the 
lowered consumption may produce results 
even more serious than those found as a 
consequence of drinking in 1837. 

On all sides the effects of beverage alco- 
hol consumption are apparent. In indus- 
try today, one brain dulled by alcohol may 
upset the smooth working of a whole plant, 
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spoil many dollars’ worth of production, or 
endanger the lives of fellow workmen. 

The writer knows of an instance where 
the inebriate paymaster of a small concern 
generously handed out suddenly increased 
amounts to the first workers as they re- 
ceived: their weekly pay envelopes, but had 
to skimp accordingly on the amounts given 
last on the list. 

All too well we know the dangers to 
others that arise from the inebriate driver. 
The drinking pedestrian is also a menace 
to any well-intentioned driver. Yearly, it 
becomes more and more impossible to live 
to ourselves. alone; we are growing rapidly 
more dependent, one on the social conduct 
of another. Looked at from this point of 
view, one realizes that the drink bill of 
not only Britain but the whole world must 
be drastically reduced to make for increased 
social security.

HE topic, “Liquor— What Are We 
Doing about It?” makes it clear, that 
this week’s prayer meeting is to be de- 
voted to a consideration of specific ways 
in which we may combat alcohol, rather 
than to spending time enumerating’ its 
evils.::: And when we face up squarely on 
the: question, “What. Are We Doing about 
It?” we must necessarily make the issue 
a very personal one. It must be first of 
all, “What am I gging to do about it?” 
and then, “What is our particular society 
going to do about it?”

The Scripture verses suggested with our 
topic bring us God’s clear call to abstain 
from spirits, but to be filled rather with 
the Spirit (Eph. 5:18). 

Here must be the starting point of all 
truly effective work against intoxicating 
beverages. Alcohol is a terrific social and 
hygienic curse. But it is also a deadly 
spiritual enemy that opens the door to 
countless other sins. Since it is such an 
effective tool of Satan, victory over it lies 
only through the One who has conquered 
Satan, and who “giveth us the victory.” 
Therefore, to bring each young person in 
our group into personal relationship with 
the Lord Jesus, and to reach out to win 
others in our community for Christ is the 
best. and foremost move against alcohol 
that we can make. 
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Another important action in the matter 
of intoxicants is pointed out by one of our 
daily readings, Habakkuk 2:15, which 
solemnly warns against giving our neigh- 
bor to drink. Have you ever realized that 
we may, in a sense, give our neighbor to 
drink by. a weak attitude toward intoxi- 
cants or by failure to do anything about 
the matter? If, through our indifference, 
those who sell intoxicants are able to 
fasten themselves upon our community, 
or if through our example others are en- 
couraged to frequent those places where 
they will be exposed to the temptations 
of alcohol, then we are certainly putting 
the bottle to our neighbor’s lips. The 
Christian’s attitude, as expressed by Paul, 
you will remember, is, “Wherefore, if meat 
make my brother to offend, I will eat no 
flesh while the world standeth, lest I make 
my brother to offend” (1 Cor. 8:13).
